Collection under an accession number ATCC PTA-4483; 

(b) Lactobacillus gasseri B21T6 deposited in the ATCC under an accession 
number ATCC PTA-4484; 

(c) Lactobacillus gasseri C21T1 deposited in the ATCC under an accession 
number ATCC PTA-4479; 

(d) Lactobacillus gasseri X21B7 deposited in the ATCC under an accession 
number ATCC PTA-4480; 

(e) Lactobacillus gasseri B38T38 deposited inthe ATCC under an accession 
number ATCC PTA-4481; or 

(f) Lactobacillus acidophilus acidophiluis B6T7 deposited in the ATCC 
under an accession number ATCC PTA-4482; or 

(ii) a sub cultur e subcultured offspring of the deposited strain (iXr^f 
(«*) a mutant deriv e d from the deposited strain (i). 

16. (Previously Presented) A food product comprising an edible material and an 
isolated Lactobacillus strain according to claim 15. 
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17. (Previously Presented) The food product of claim 16, further comprising at least 
a probiotic microorganism selected from the group consisting of Lactobacillus sp. t Streptococcus 
sp., yeasts, and a combination thereof. 

18. (Previously Presented) The food product of claim 17, wherein the Lactobacillus 
sp. is any one of Lactobacillus acidophilus, Lactobacillus lactis, Lactobacillus brevis, 
Lactobacillus casei, Lactobacillus plantarum, Lactobacillus salivarius, Lactobacillus bifidus, 
Lactobacillus bulgaricus, Lactobacillus causasicus and Lactobacillus rhamnosus. 

19. (Previously Presented) The food product of claim 17, wherein the Streptococcus 
sp. is Streptococcus thermophilus or Streptococcus lactis. 

20. (Currently Amended) The food product of claim 17, wherein the yeast is 
Candida kefyr Kcfyr or Saccharomyces florentinus. 

21. (Previously Presented) The food product of claim 16, wherein the edible material 
is selected from the group consisting of fluid milk products, fermented milk, milk powder, ice 
cream, cream cheese, dry cheese, bean milk and fermented bean milk, fruit- vegetable juices, fruit 
juices, sports drinks, dessert, candy, infant formulas, health food products, animal feed, and 
dietary supplements. 

22. (Previously Presented) The food product of claim 16, which is manufactured in 
the form of an instant food. 

23. (Currently Amended) [[A]] An oral dosage form of a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising m the isolated Lactobacillus strain according to claim 15 , wherein the 
oral dosage form is a solution, emulsion, powder, tablet, or capsule .

26. (Currently Amended) Th e pharmaceutical composition of claim 23, wher e in the 
composition is manufactured as a drug A method for lowering serum cholesterol levels in a 
subject in need thereof, comprising administering to the subject the isolated Lactobacillus strain 
of claim 15.
